1 The document D1 is regarded as being the closest prior art to the subject-matter 
of claims 1,8, 11 and discloses: 

Yams comprising metallic and textile fibres, either natural or artificial, fabrics 
comprising such yams and use of such fabrics for manufacturing goods for 
the protection against EM pollution. 

The subject matter of claims 1 , 8, 1 1 is therefore not new (Article 33(2) PCT). 

1 .1 Furthermore the additional features of claims 2-5 & 7, 9 & 1 0 and 1 2 & 1 3 which 
are dependent on independent claims 1 , 8 & 1 1 respectively are also known from 
D1 , therefore the subject-matter of these claims is not new (Article 33(2) PCT). 

2 The additional features of dependent claim 6 are known from D2, therefore these 
features in combination with the features of claim 1 do not meet the requirements 
of the PCT in respect of inventive step (Article 33(3) PCT).
